BOARDING HOUSE LICENSES

To the Editor of Evening Ledger:
Sir—My attentlon has been cnlled to a
statement In the Evexma Lepaen of May
%9 to the effect that "It requires no llconwe
to bhe a bourding house keeper in Phiin-
delphin.'
The impresalon given by thas story on
“Hoarding Houss List for Guldance of
Giirlg" s that the law In nowise covers the
question of the boarding house. If this Ix
the Impression that It wns intended should
be given, the fact is overlooked that the
housing ant of June, 1916, specifically re-
quires all rooming houses, which means
houees where flve or more boarders are
lodged, must have n llcense from the Honrd
of Health, which leenwe costs $2. and must
be displayed In a conspleuous place upon
the walls within and clese to the outer en-
trance of the house. Such o license can
only be obtained when the bullding Is in
a sanitary condition, s provided with ample
water supply and tollets, with provisions for
privaey : also when the number of acoupants
per room conforms 1o certain definite, legal
standards, Moreover, the Bureau of Health
may formulate rules and regulntions gov-
erning other matters pertalning to the health
and safsty of the boarders, Thess provl.
slons wore Inserted In the nct as the result
of a murvey of boarding houses made In
1612 and 1913,
If any hodeding houses are belng operated
na bonrding hounses, for flve or .more per-
sons, without having obtalned a Board of
Henlth leense, the conductors of such are
violating the law and are subject to o fine
of from $6 to $60, with the costs of prosecu-
tlon,
It would be n compuratively easy matter
to prevent fthese changes in the manigo-
ment of boarding houses, which are quite
frequently Tesponsible for the conditions
that make abch houses unsnfe for girls
moving to the city, 8o far, the enforce-
ment of this provision has been wod fully
inadequate, owing to the failure of the
city to provide n suMclent number nr' .tn-
apectors to cover all such properties. The
{mportant point, however, 18 that there s
ample law on the statuts hooks and ample
power to ndapt the law to protect In all
respects the health and mafaty of the ou-
cupants of wuch bulldings, but that the
fuilure which the good people noted In your
paper of the 28th protest agninnt Is one
thiat ecan be lmited and nlu-luld ba Hmited
